Andforaſmuch as he/being only God,could 
not feele deathy neither being onely man, 
could ouercome death, he ioyned both toges 
ther,and ſuffred his hamanity to be puniſhed 
with mcſt crue!] death, feeling in himſelfe the 
anger and (cucre.iudgement of God, cucn as 
he had. beene.in extreme torrents of -hells 
and therefore: cryed with a. lcud yoyce, My 
God, my God, why ba(t thou forſaken mee? 
Thus of his mercy, without compulſion, he 
offered vp himſcife as the onely ſacrifice, 
purge the ſiancs of all. the vorid, ſo that a 
other ſacrifices for. ſinne.are blaſphemous, 
and derogate from the ſufficiency hercof:; 
which death albeit it did ſufficiently recon» 
cilevsto God, yet the Scriptures commoniy 
dce attribute our regeneration to his reſur- 
reQion :, For as, by riſing againe from the 


graue the third day, he corquered death, 
.cuen ſo the viory. cf our faith Randeth-in 


' his reſurreRion : and therefore without the 


. one, wecannct feel: the benefits of the o- 


ther?

- Moreover, | beleeneand confeſſethe holy 


Ghoſt, God equall with 'the Father, and the 
'Sonne, who regencrateth and ſanftifielr vs, 
and ruleth and guideth vs vntoall truth, per- 
ſwading vs moſt affuredly in our conſciences 
that we be the children of God, brethren to 
Teſus Chriſt, and fellow-heires with himof 
life everlaſting : yet notwithſtanding it is not 
ſufficient to belecue that God is omniportent 
and mercifull; that Chriſt hath made ſatisfa- 
Rion; orthat the holy Ghoſt hath his power 
andeffe@: except we doe apply the ſame be- 
nefits to vs which are Gods ele, 

T'beleeue therefore and confefſc one holy 
Church, which as members of Iefus Chriſt, 
the onely head thereof,confeatin faith,hope, 
andcharity, vſing the gifts of God, whether 
they be Conorali or ſpirituall, to the profit 
andfurtherance of the ſame : which Church 
1s not ſcene to manseye, but onely knowne to 
God, who of the loſt ſonnes of Adam, hath 
ordained ſome as vefſels of wrath to damna- 
ton, and hath choſen others as veſſels of his 
mercy, to be ſaued : the which in due tire he 
calleth tointegrity of life, and godly conner- 
fation, to make them a glorious Church in 
himſelfe, 

But that Church which is viſible,and ſeene 
tothe cye,hath three tokens & marks where- 
by it may be knowe. Firſt,the Word of God, 


contained in the old and new Teſtament, 


which as it is aboue the authority of the ſame 
Charch,and only fafficientroinftruRt vs inall 
things concerning ſaluation: ſo isit left for all 
degrees of men, to read and vnderſtand : For 
without this \Vord,neither Church, Conncel, 
or decree can eſtabliſh-any point tonching 
| faluation. The ſecond is,the holy Sacraments, 
ro wit of Baptiſme, and the Lords Supper, 
* which Sacraments Chriſt hath left ynto vs,as 


holy ſignes & ſeals of God promiſes. For as by 


'red of hiscentinull interceſſion towards God | 
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Paptiſme once receiuedzis ſignified that we(as | 
' well infants asothers of: age and diſcretion) 


being ſtrangers from God by originali ſinne, 
are recciued into his family and congrega'ion, 
with full aſſurance, that although this roote 
of ſinnelichid in vs, yet to the elct it ſhall 
not be imputed : ſo the Supperdeclareth that 
God asa moſt prouident Father,doth not one- 
ly feed our bodies, but alfo ſpiritually nouriſh - 


. eth our ſoules with the graces and benefitsof 
Teſus Chriſt (which the Scripture calleth ea- 


ting of his fleſh, and drinking of this bloud) 
neither muſt we inthe admimiſtcation of theſe 
Sacraments, follow mans phantaſie, but as 
Chriſt himſclfe' hath-ordained,ſo-muſt they 
be miniftred, and by ſuch as by ordinary yo- 
cation arethereunto called. Therefore whoſo- 
eucr reſeructh and worſhippeth theſe Sacra- 
ments, or contrariwiſe contemneth themin 
time & place,procureth himſclfe damnation. 

The third marke of this Church, isEccle- 
fiafticall Diſcipline, which ſtandeth in admo- 
nition and correion of faults. The finall end 
whereof is excommunication, by the conſent 
of the Church determined, if the Offender 
be obſtinate. And beſides this'Eceleſiaſticall 
Diſcipline, I acknowledgeto belong tothis 
Church a Politike Magiftrate , who mini- 
ſtreth to cuery man iuſtice, defending the 
goed, and puniſhing the euill. To whom we 
muſt render honour and obedience in all 
things, which are not contrary to the Word 
of God. And as Moſes, Ezechias, Iofias, and 
other good rulers purged the Church of God 
from ſuperſtition and idolatry, ſo the defence 
ofChriſts Church appertaincth to Chriſtian 
Magiſtrates, againſt all Idolaters and Here» 
tickes, as Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, with ſuch like 
lims of Antichriſt, to roote out all doftrine 
of Diuels, and men, as the Maſſe, Purgatory, 
Limbu patrum, prayers to Saints, and forthe 
dead, free-will,diftin tion of meats, apparell, 
and daies, vowes of ſinglelife, preſenceat I- 
doll ſeruice, mans merits, with ſuch like, 
which draw vs from the ſociety of Chriſts 
Church, wherein tandeth onely remiſſion 
of ſinnes, purchaſed by Chriſts bloud , to all 
them that belecuc,whether they be Iewes or 
Gentiles, and lead vs tovaine confidence in 
creatures, and truſt in our owne' imagination 


the puniſhment whereof, although God of- - 


tentimes deferrethin this life, yet after the ge- 
nerall reſurrefion, when our ſoules and bo- 
dies ſhall riſe againe to immortality,they ſhall 
be damned to vnquenchable fire, & then we 
which hane forſaken all mans wifedomeg*to 
cleave vnto Chriſt, ſha] heare the joyful voyce, 
Come ye bleſſed of my Father , inheritethe 
Kingdome prepared for you from the begin-
